| About 400 wood and sawmill work- 
ers still having “jobs” were forced 
to take another reduction in their 
already low wages. 

| On the first of December, the 
workers were given a 15 ver cent 
cut. The majority of those cut are 
common laborers whose former 
wage was 25 an hour, for.a 7-hour 
day, 5-day week. 

Together with the cut, the hours 
were increased from seven to eight, 
so that under the present rates they 
are forced to work 26 hours longer 
each month in order to earn 20c¢ 
|more—one cent per hour for 20 
‘hours! 

Deductions by the Union Lumber 
Company for room and board have 
been reduced from 31.25 to 85e, but 
so has the quality and quantity of 
rations been trimmed, so that the 
workers gain nothing.

Only seven sets of choppers are 
working in the two camps still op- 
erating, where formerly were four 
or five camps with about forty sets 
of choppers. The earnings of these 
| workers are limited to a maximum 
of $3.00 per day, where formerly 
under the contract system they 
'earned as high as $12. The logging 
and sawmill operations have been 
speeded up through “high-balling” 
and modern machinery so that 
practically as much lumber is cut 
|}as was formerly before the crews

They 
were Prairie Pipe Line Co., Hlinois 
Central Railroad and United Verde 
Copper Co. 

The two Rockefellers, whose his- 
tory is one long story of brutality 
and the exploitation of workers, of 
course come in for a good share, as 
well as the gin queen of New York, 
Texas Guinan. 

The tax refunds were rushed 
through Congress and issued with- 
out an explanation, although 
any bill which even hints at the 
payment of relief and unemploy- 
ment insurance: sets up a roar of 
protest.

PETALUMA, Jan. 2.— Although 
officials of the Poultry Producers 
of Central California have been 
constantly assuring the poultry 
falmer that he is better off than 
any other farmer, they have at last 
been forced to admit that hundreds 
of poultry men have been forced to 
| give up their farms and go to the 
cities, where they no doubt will 
swell the ranks of the unemployed. 

The situation of the poultry 
farmer is getting worse every day. 
Egg prices are going lower and the 
mortality of the flocks is going 
higher—and the mortgages on the 
farms are going still higher. It is 
now impossible for the farmer to 
the loss of his farm and the com- 
plete financial ruin.

| Millions of workers and their families are slowly dying of starva- 
tion. Numberless workers suffering from disease and malnutrition 
are being turned away from hospitals “because of lack of funds.” 
Every demand for relief, no matter how modest, is being attacked as 
exorbitant by the government officials. 

Yet with the most cynical contempt for the misery of the masses 
the federal government announces “the greatest military maneuvers 
held since the close of the world war.’ These maneuvers will undoubt- 
edly cost several million dellars. Their result can only be to plunge 
ihe people of the United States into greater suffering than ever before. 
The maneuvers are a rehearsal for the coming war in the Pacific. 
The plan of battles are obvious for fighting practice against the Soviet 
Union and Japan. ‘Troops, ammunition, artillery and ships are now 
being transported to Hawaii. In the first week of February, the 30th 
Infantry and 76th. Artillery will attack. A detachment of scout 
cruisers will be rushed from the Atlantic fleet, through the Panama 
Canal to aid the Island defenses. Landings, air attacks and other 
military points of strategy will be given full test. After this practice 
the fleet will engage in separate maneuvers to practice on the Eastern 
shores of Asia—a wide stretch of the Seviet Union. 

Despite the knowledge that hunger and war are the twin children 
of capitalism, workers throughout the West and the entire country will 
feel the greatest indignation against this expensive and arrogant mili- 
tarist display. But indignation alone will not solve the problem for us. 

During the period of January, February and March when the men 
in uniform will be in many Pacific Coast cities, militant workers must 
fraternize with them and explain the meaning of the maneuvers as 
new war preparations. With the strengthening of close contact be- 
tween revolutionary workers and the men in the armed forces, we 
begin to carry on the tremendous task of fighting against the next war 
in a serious and practical manner. 

Information has reached the Western Worker that in San Diego, on 
the Presidio, and in the National Guard, terroristic measures are "being 
taken by officers against the men because many have expressed protest 
against the militaristic, anti-labor regime which prevails. That’s an 
excellent basis for mutual defense activities on the united front of 
uniformed workers and civilian workers,
